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Tho park offorB rare opportunities for studonts in goology 
and botany. Within it3 boundarios aro long mountain rangos with many 
intorosting rock and ninoral formations. Sovorr.l univorsitios hnvo 
conductod fiold trips to cako spocinl studios of thoso attractions. 

In oarly Spring, tho nountains aro an array of beautiful wild 
Honors of shados. A botanical study mado tho past Spring rovoalod 
hundrods of variotios of flowors blooming. Somo of thoso found includodi 
Lady's Slippor - in both pink and jjsllow; Orchids; Spring BoautiOB; Wetor 
Lilios; Wind Flowers; olunbino; Harsh Marigold; Buttorcupi Bloodroot; 

Bluo Lupino; Swootbrior Roso; Wood Sorrol, and Fringod Polygnlr.. As a ro- 
sult of tho prosenco of so many flowors, 500 ncros have boon sot asido ae 
an arborotun for botany studonts in Wost Virginia Univorsity and othor 

Construction work is boing carried on by two companies of 
Civilian Consorvaxicn Corps stationod in tho park. T. U, Chook, State 
fcrk Authority, suporvisos tho plans that aro dovoloping a park system 
in Wost Virginia that will rival thoso in othor Statos. Boyd B. Hill, 
end Grady H. Arbcgpst, Camp Suporintondonts, aro in chargo of tho con¬ 
struction projocts undor way in Watoga Stato Rirk. 

All of tho parks aro boing financod mainly through Fodornl funds. 
Onco thoy havo boon complotod and turnod over to tho Stato authorities, it 
"■11 bo tho responsibility of tho Stato to maintain and opornto tho parks, 
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I3i les of telephone lines, four miles of electric power lines, 

4000 feet of pipe line, 12 acres of picnic area, five wells and 
pump houses, four miles of park roads surface for all year around 
use, two acres of landscaping around dam and lake, two pionio 
shelters, five miles of fencing, 600 rods of guard rail, 5 camp 
stoves and fire places, 20 tables and bench combination, forty 
acres of food cover planting. 

A great work is well begun and it will require the oombined 
effort of at least two camps to complete it in the style, within 

a reasonable time.
